My grandmother is the kind of person you 
would label as an "old fashioned woman." 
Whenever we find an older person with whom 
we disagree, we immediately tack on the label 
of "old fashioned."

I didn't enjoy visiting my grandmother. She

Your mother and 
father want to prevent you from making mis- s 
takes." 

So I always found an excuse for not going 
with mother to visit my grandmother. How- 
ever, she would visit us, if possible, I would try 
to find an excuse not to be home. Dad ran a 
garage near Main Street. We lived in, a small 
frame house on the outskirts of Parkstown. 

I guess you have heard the old complaint 
that there isn't much in the way of excitement 
and adventure in a small town. We all wanted 
to go to the big city. At the local high school, 
which I had attended, it was sort of understood 
that Bob Lahely and I were going together. It 



could be interpreted as meaning we had an un- 
derstanding. 

Bob's father ran the local butcher shop. Bob 
helped him and eventually would run the busi- 
ness. 1 just couldn't see myself as the wife of 
the "town's butcher." And, of course, every- 
body had to tell me how lucky I was to get a 
fellow like Bob.
